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Response to Election Requirement 

In response the election requirement, Applicant elects, with traverse, the species 
of the invention illustrated by Figures 1A-C and 2. The elected invention is defined by 
claims 1-18. 

All of claims 1-18 are generic to both species. 

The requirement is traversed because the Examiner failed to point out how the 
identified species differ so that the claims are not generic. Further, the Examiner has 
not explained how or why a search for one species would not also locate art related to 
the other species, that is, why there would be an added burden in searching both 
species. 
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
